One  autumn  Sunday  afternoon  in  1033  while  looking  at  tho 
cemetery  mark  ora  in  tho  Odd  Follow  a  Ccraetory  caot  of  I-kirtford  City, 
Indiana,  Lira*  Clino  and  X  paused  at  tho  stono  marker*  of  "Catharine, 
v/ifo  of  II#  Cline”  •  As  a  boy  and  oven  as  a  young  man  I  hod  hoard 
my  father  spook  of  his  grandmother,  Catharine#  Ho  referred  to  hor 
as  Catharine  of  Holland#  However  I  had  no  recollection  hearing 
about  hor  husband*  U •  Clino#  Immediately  these  questions  come  to 
my  mind;  who  was  II#  Cline?  hhoro  did  ho  live?  Since  my  brothorc 
and  sisters  knew  very  little  about  this  ancestor*  ft  was  necessary 
to  make  further  inquiries#  1  ^  4060 

lire#  Cline*  about  ten  years  toefox*©,  had  had  some  experience 
in  tracing  genealogy  for  hex*  manborship  into  the  D#  A#  R#  It 
was  upon  hex*  suggestion  that  we  decided  to  trace  tho  immigrant 
ancestor# 

From  tho  information  gained  from  various  sources  wo  have 
learned  several  interesting  tilings#  The  .nano  CLINE  or  KXNELN  is  of 
Gorman  origin  and  is  derived  from  tho  Gorman  and  Dutch  cur  name 
KLEIN*  meaning  “Little” •  It  is  spelled  on  the  records  in  many 
ways;  KLEIN:  KLYiJ:  CLEINE:  CLYN:  CLINE:  KLINE,  and  others. 

The  last  two  spellings  are  most  commonly  used# 

The  Clines*  from  whom  we  are  descended  settled  first  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  luoer  migrated  wost#  u#  Cline  of  who..;  v/e  are  a  direct 
descendant  was  born  in  Lancaster  County*  Pennsylvania#  At  that 
time  Lancaster,  Lancaster  County ?  was  one  of  the  flourishing  towns 
of  the  country  and  was  “the  parting  point  for  two  streams  of  west¬ 
ward  emigration”  ♦  One  x*oute,  a  wagon  road,  led  in  a  south  west¬ 
erly  course  across  tho  Potomac  Favor  at  Harper's  Ferxy,  thence 
down  tho  Shenandoah  Valley  to  eastern  Kentucky#  Another  wagon 
route  crossed  the  Susquehanna  River  at  Harricburgh,  thence  wost 
across  the  mountains  to  Pittsburgh  and  into  the  states  of  Ohio  and 
Indiana# 


From  our  study  we  have  observed  several  things  of  note#  In 
physical  features  this  family  show  a  variety  of  statures  from  robuat 
and  stout  to  tho  medium  or  tall  and  slender;  prominent  cheek  bone^ 
largo  cars,  nose,  and  foot;  determined  mouth  and  chin;  hair  dork 
to  candy  changing  in  advanced  years  to  gray  or  enow  white;  eyes, 
blue  g  hazel,  and  come  brown  are  wide  open  and  fairly  alert#  Tho  re 
is  wide  variation  in  temperament  from  the  easy  going  and  rather  in¬ 
active  to  the  over  enorgotic  and  highly  ambitious# 


The  family  seemed  to  toko  a  pronounced  stand  in  religious  and 
political  beliefs#  Cone  were  affiliated  with  the  Evangelical. Lutheran 


liothodist#  and  Church  of  the  Brothem#  Political  beliefs  ran  Strong 
to  Republican  although  some  were  of  tho  Democratic  principles#  Como 
wore  soldiers  in  the  Civil  War* 
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In  general)  agriculture  was  the  occupation  followed  by  a 
largo  numbor*  However  come  were  active  in  the  trades  of  ;.;ottory, 
blacksmithing,  bailing ,  and  a  few  engaged  in  the  grist  mill  indus¬ 
try  and  tho  manufacture  of  lu::  tor*  Others  v/oro  attracted  to  the 
professions;  school  touching,  law,  and  Justice  of  the  Peaca* 

All  wore  educated  as  measured  by  tho  standards  of  tho  time 
in  which  they  lived*  By  and  large*  thoy  v/oro  sober,  thrifty,  and 
industrious,  abovo  tho  average  of  their  timo;  not  stupid  yot  not 
particularly  brilliant*  They  v/oro  just  godd,  substantial  pioneer 
families* 


In  this  sketch  of  tho  family  CLIII2  most  of  tho  oifort  has 
boon  made  in  tracing  I2AHLY  ancestors  and  it  is  loft  to  each  family 
to  complete  its  own  lino* 

VJith  this  observance  bf  tho  fatally  in  a  general  way,  tho 
individual  heads  of  family  will  bo  token  up  and  more  fully  treated 
by  my  bolovcd  wife,  Adna  Hutchinson  Cline,  who  has  been  the 
principal  investigator  and  collector  of  information  a2fi  sliort 
articles  of  appreciation  by  some  of  tho  family*  We  realise  it  is 
possiblo  to  nako  errors  in  a  work  of  this  kind*  Ihswovcr  we  have 
mudo  no  positive  statement  for  which  wo  do  not  havo  sources*

Y’e  havo  thoroughly  enjoyed  making  trips  and  writing  letters 
to  gain  the  necessary  inibrmation*  Comet  erics  in  Carroll  County, 
Indiana;  Blackford  County,  Indiana;  Chile*  Miami  County,  Indiana; 
IlVGkingum  County,  Ohio,  and  others  wore  visited;  county  court 
rccoi\is,  mainly  deeds,  wills,  and  marriage  licenses,  in  Zanes¬ 
ville,  Muskingum  County,  Ohio  and  Hartford  City,  Blackford  County, 
Indiana*  wore  examined#  Furthoi*  informtion  was  recoived  from 
tho  national  Archives,  Washisigton,  i;*C*,  and  professional  genealog¬ 
ists  in  baiicuster  Pennsylvania,  and  Camden,  Indiana*  From  the 
information  gained  from  the  latter,  v/o  learned  of  numorous  probablo 
relatives*  The  acquaintances  Kudo  and  the  visits  enjoyed  with 
these  people  have  been  a  real  pleasure*  .Family  records  and 
personal  family  letters  have  contributed  many  interesting  side 
lights  on  our  ancestors*  All  of  this  travel,  cori*es,.ondenco,  and 
those  inquiries  were  made  with  the  one  objective;  to  learn  m-ore 
about  U*  Cline*  In  order  that  tide  information  alight  bo  passed 
on  to  posterity  we  have  compiled  this  book*

The  most  remote  ancestor  of  our  branch  of  the  CLINE 
family,  of  whom  we  have  any  record,  is  kichael  Cline.  ,'.'e  knovs 
he  is  not  the  immigrant  ancestor,  as  the  inscription  on  his  tomb¬ 
stone  reads  “In  memory  of  kichael  Cline,  who  was  born  February  o 
1770  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania  and  died  in  Carroll  County, 
Indiana,  December  5,  1840,  in  the  7Cth  year  of  his  age .  He  left  a 
wife,  9  children  and  13  grandchildren. u 

Tne  place  where  his  grave  is  located  is  called  the  Knettle 
Cemetery,  in  the  southwest  corner  of  Section  29  in  Jackson  Township, 
Carroll  County,  Indiana.  It  is  on  a  bluff  on  tne  nortn  bank  of 
Bachelor's  Kun.  To  find  it  from  Camden,  take  tne  road  that  goes 
south  out  of  Camden,  cross  tne  bridge  over  Big  Deer  Creek;  turn 
west  on  the  second  road  and  continue  on  tnis  road  a  mile  and  one- 
half;  turn  south  and  go  one  and  one-naif  miles,  and  tne  cemetery 
is  on  your  right.  It  is  a  small  one. 

There  is  no  kichael  Cline  listed  in  tne  1790  census  for 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  so  at  tnis  time,  1942,  we  have  been 
unable  to  go  farther  back,  as  we  do  not  know  his  fatner's  name. 
Neither  do  we  know  when  he  came  to  kuskingum  Cuunty,  Cnio. 

His  wife  was  Catharine  .  Our  family  tradition  has 

said  she  was  born  in  Holland.  In  tne  1850  census  for  nartford  City, 
Blackford  County,  Indiana,  her  son  6ave  ner  birthplace  as  karyland. 
Sne  was  born  karch  10,  1775  and  died  august  21,  1858.  Sne  is  buried 
in  the  I.O.G.F.  Cemetery  at  Hartford  City,  Indiana. 

uhether  kichael  and  Catharine  Cline  came  directly  from 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania  to  Muskingum  County,  Ohio  is  an 
open  question. 

The  baptismal  records  of  New  Hope  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church,  one  and  one-half  miles  east  of  ^da  ms  villa.,  kuskingum  County, 
Ohio,  records  the  birth  of  two  sons  to  kicnael  and  Catharine  KLEIN. 
They  were:- 

George,  born  March  5,  1814 
Daniel,  born  July  3,  1818 

These  were  the  youngest  two  of  their  nine  children.  The 
records  of  this  church  show  kichael  Klein  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  church  council  in  1818.  The  churcn  was  organized  in  1811.

Olintj  acquired  rrom . northrup:-  Lot  #16  in  1st  quarter 

2nd  township  range  or  a  tract  of  land  appropriated  for  satis- 
warrants  for  military  services  November  5,  1621. 

In  1637  tne -same  tract  was  transferred  to  nls  son 
John..  A  part,  at  least,  of  tnis  land  is  held  today  by  George 
Washington  .Jinn,  ^uiowii  as  ..'ash;  grandson  of  John  Cline. 

The  next  record  of  real  estate  is  found  in  Carroll 
County,  Indiana,  Cv,urt  house  at  a/elphi,  as  follows:-  “26  De¬ 
cember,  1639  Joseph  Evans  deeded  to  Lichael  Cline  of  Lusklngum 
County,  Ohio,  lot  23  on  Lain  Street  in  Delphi.  Price  *600. 

E.  p  263)  .  January  21,  1645  for  *60C  Catharine  Cline  of 
Blackford  County,  Indiana  deeded  lot  23  in  Delphi  to  Leonard 
Cline  of  Delaware  County,  Indiana." 


Lot  23  is  on  tne  south  side  of  Lain  Street  in  the 
second  block  from  the  Court  House.  Lain  Street  runs  east  and 
west  on  the  soutn  side  of  tne  court  house.  Tne  east  end  of  the 
Armory  is  on  lot  23.  Before  the  -armory  was  built,  tnere  were 
old  frame  buildings  on  the  site. 

In  1651  Leonard  Cline  and  wife  Catharine  deeded  this 
lot  to  Christian  Gross.  He  was  a  tailor  and  some  of  this  grand¬ 
children  live  in  Delphi  now  ^,1942)  . 


.Vhether  Lichael  and  Catharine  jnade  their  home  in  Delphi 
during  the  time  December  2b,  1639  to  tne  time  of  his  death  on 
December  5,  1640,  we  uo  not  know. 

A  copy  of  the  will  ^ln  essence)  of  Lichael  Cline  is  as

.all  of  his  property  was  left  to  his  wife  Catharine 
during  her  lifetime  or  so  long  as  she  remained  his  widow.  Then 
to  be  divided  among  his  nine  children  -  John,  Jacob,  George, 
Daniel,  Leonard,  Ll-chael;  Barbara  (wife  of  Jacob  SRiok)  ;  Eve 
^ wife  of  william  Frash) ;  Catharine  Uvife  of  Jacob  Sniff;.  Pro¬ 
bated  June,  1641.  Recorded  in  Janesville,  Lusk ingum  Co.,  Ohio.

Though  vie  do  not  know  where  or  when  he  was  born,  we 
have  reason  to  believe  Jacob  was  tne  oldest  of  the  cnildren  of 
Michael  and  Catharine  Cline.  Tne  first  record  of  any  Kind  we 
have  relating  to  him  are  baptismal  records  of  New  Hope  Evangel¬ 
ical  Lutheran  Church  near  Adamsville,  Muskingum  County,  Ohio. 
These  record  the  births  of  four  sons  born  to  Jacob  Klein  and 
wife  Maria.  Three  of  these  cnildren  were  sponsored  by  Lichael 
and  Catharine  Klein. 

Our  branch  of  tne  family  nas  always  spelled  the  nace 
CLINE.  .*e  accept  tne  spelling  as  recorded  as  being  t;iat  used 
by  the  Kecorder.  ue  accept  tne  record  as  true  because  tne 
names  of  the  children  coincide  wl tn  those  mentioned  in  old 
family  letters  we  have  read  and  also  of  those  named  as  nis 
heirs. 


.»e  Know  nothing  of  Jacob's  life,  in  LusKingum  County. 
Our  next  sources  of  information  come  from  tne  nistory  of- Carroll 
County,  Indiana  <1662)  p.  277-b.  “Jacob  Cline  came  in  the  same 
year  (.1654)  and  settled  on  tne  farm  now  owned  by  Jeremian  Trent 
in  section  no.  6.  Tnis  tract  was  entered  by  him  Nov.  6,  1632. 
Mr.  Cline  remained  in  the  township  until  his  deatn  and  was  re¬ 
cognised  as  a  good  citizen4*.  Evangelical  Lutneran  Cnurcn  re¬ 
cords,  p.  317.  “.about  tne-year  1646,  nev.  Lam  mcneynulds  be^an 
to  hold  meetings -at  the  homes  of  Jacob  Cline  mid  otners.  Tne 
membership  was  small  -  Jacob  Cline  and  wife,  cavld  mnirnr  and 
wife,  Lrs .  Kutter,  Charles  uaumer  and  wife  <wno  was  Jacob's 
daughter  Lahala) ,  and  others.  Tne  cnurcn  nouse  was  built  in 
1656.“ 


Court  records  of  Carroll  County,  Indiana:-  “Lay  26, 
1657  Martin  wagoner  was  appointed  administrator  of  Jacob 
Cline's  estate.  He  had  much  personal  property  widen  was  valued 
at  id863.20.

1870  On  October  6,  1659,  a  deed  was  made  to  i^icnael  Cline  by 
Valentine  and  wife  Mary,  Charles  and  Manala  uaumer,  Thomas  Cline 
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iind  wi f e  iV»ary ,  Daniel  arid  wife  Bnran,  and  martin  Cline,  unmarried. 
George  sold  nls  snare  June  7,  1657,

John  Newton,  son  of  Michael  and  Catharine  Cline, 
was  born  September  29,  1799.  On  October  19,  1620,  he  married 
Ann  Patterson,  who  was  born  January  29,  1799.  A  daughter, 
Catharine,  was  born  to  them.  Ann  died  in  1862.  John  married 
the  second  time,  his  wife  being  Martha  Houck.  They  had  no 
children. 


John  Cline  was  a  man  of  strong  physique,  high  fore¬ 
head,  large  features,  prominent  cheek  bones  and  very  heavy 
hair.  He  wore  his  beard  a  la  mutton  chops.  He  died  February 
3,  1873,  and  is  burled  in  New  Hope. Evangelical  Lutheran  Cem¬ 
etery  near  Adamsville,  Ohio. 

Catharine,  daughter  and  only  child  of  John  and  Ann 
Cline,  was  born  September  16,  1821.  On  Septem¬ 
ber  5,  1844  she  married  George  Washington  Winn.

Leonard,  son  of  Michael  and  Catharine  Cline,  was  born 
January  24,  1802.  We  know  nothing  of  nis  life  in  Muskingum 
County  beyond  the  fact  he  married  Catherine  Geyer  in  1823.  She 
was  born  July  15,  1805  in  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania, 
the  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Susannah  ^Darr)  Geyer. 

In  the  eighteen  Thirties  tnere  seemed  to  be  an  exodus 
of  people  from  Muskingum  County  to  Indiana,  groups  of  neighbors 
going  together  to  new  localities.  The  Geyers  and  some  of  the 
Clines  went  to  Delaware  and  Blackford  Counties. 

Leonard  Cline  settled  in  Delaware  County  near  the 
Blackford  County  line.  Pie  fallowed  farming,  brick  and  stone 
laying;  also  engaged  in  pottery  business  in  a  small  way.  He 
is  described  as  being  of  medium  height,  ratner  neavy  set  and 
easy  going.  He  wore  a  full  beard.

Back  in  Muskingum  County,  on  the  baptismal  records 
of  the  Dew  hope  Church,  Michael  and  Catharine  Klein  stood 
sponsor  for  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Lennart  ^Leonard)  Klein, 
born  September  29,  1826,  who  probably  died  in  infancy. 

Leonard  Cline  died  October  12,  1875.  His  wife,

Barbara,  eldest  daughter  of  Licuael  and  Catharine* 
Cline,  was  born  ^probably  in  Luskingum  County,  Ohio)  on  Dec¬ 
ember  25,  1802.  She  married  Jacob  Snick,  who  was  of  German 
descent  and  whose  father  and  grandfather  came  from  Pennsylvan¬ 
ia  to  Luskingum  County,  Ohio  as  early  as  1819.  • 

Several  members  of  the  Cline  family  left  Lusk ingum 
County  to  ouild  new  homes  in  more  western  country  as  early  as 
1834,  but  Jacob  and  Barbara  lived  in  Ohio  until  .the  youngest 
Child  was  four  years  old,  which  was  in  1646.  Then  they  came 
to  Hartford  City,  Indiana.  They  lived  in  a  small  house  on 
forth  Jefferson  Street,  fronting  east  about  where  the  Hartford 
City  Levis -Times  office  is  now  located.  They  were  faithful 
members  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  Hartford  City.  ^11  their 
children,  of  whom  there  were  nine,  were  born  in  Lushing urn 
County.  Jacob  Snick  died  November  29,  1680.  Barbara  died 
<kpril  10,  1665.  Both  are  buried  in  l.G.O.F.  Cemetery  at 
Hartford  City,  Indiana. 

!3.  J.  -ayers,  a  grandson,  in  personal  recollections 
says:-  "Barbara  Shick  was  sixty  tnree  years  old  when  I  was 
born,  hence  was  much  older  than  that  when  the  memories  I  have 
of  her  were  formed.  s  I  recall  her,  she  was  no  doubt  well 
along  in  her  seventies.  She  was  a  woman  of  about  average 
height,  with  moderately  wrinkled,  kindly  face  and  gray  eyes. 

Her  hair  was  rather  thin  and  only  about  half  white,  and  this 
most  of  the  time  was  covered,  except  in  the  front  portion, 
with  a  thin  lacy  white  cap  with  a  delicately  ruffled  edge. 
Interpreting  her  figure  now,  1  judge  that  in  her  young  woman¬ 
hood  and  middle  life  sne  had  been  rather  well  proportioned  and 
ratner  plump. 

associated  with  my  memories  of  early  boyhood  are  fre¬ 
quent  short  visits  at  Grandfather  and  Grandmother  Snick's  on  my 
way  to  and  from  school,  In  which  ginger  cookies  such  as  only 
Grandmother  could  make,  occupy  tne  center  of  interest.  Cn 
other  occasions,  when  the  stay  could  be  longer,  I  now  visualise 
myself  seated  at  tne  table  in  tne  modest  but  clean  home,  revel¬ 
ing  in  the  all  but  ecstatic  experience  of  chicken  pie,  in  tne 
construction  of  which  1  considered  Grandmother  to  have  reached 
tne  summit  in  the  fine  art  of  cookery. 

She  was  known  for  many  miles  around  Hartford  City  as 
having  healing  power,  ana  people  came  to  ner  with  many  different 
ailments  such  as  "short  grcwtn"  in  babies,  the  sore  mouth  in 
young  babies,  which  1  believe  she  called  "the  thrash" ;  bolls, 
felons  and  even  cancers.  She  even  had  a  treatment  for  “bota^ 
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In  these  she  had  different  technique  for  different 
believe,  however,  tnat  a  certain  prayer  formula 
practically  all  cases,  but  not  tne  same  for  all. 


For  cancer  she  also  nad  a  salve  or  ointment  .  In 
treating  for  “short  growth-  sne  used  a  common  twine  string, 
taking  measurements  of  the. child ‘s  anatomy.  For  a  felon  on 
t-e  fin-er  she  would  grasp  tne  finger  in  her  nand,  very  grad¬ 
ually  closing  down  on  it  with  pressure  while  with  closed  eyes 
s"e  thought  her  nrayer  formula;  she  went  through  this  process 
three  times  as  phases  of  one  treatment.  Other  examples  might 
be  given  but  these  show  that  there  was  variety  of  technique, 
according  to  ailment.  She  claimed  that  the  healing  power  was 
from  a  Higher  Source."

We  do  not  know  the  date  of  the  birth  of  Catharine 
Cline  but  since  v*e  know  the  dates  of  most  of  the  ether  child¬ 
ren  of  the  family,  we  place  her  between  her  sister  Eve,  bom 
in  1BC4,  and  her  brother  Michael  (1812)  and  designate  her  as 
the  youngest  daughter  and  sixth  child  of  Michael  and  Cathar¬ 
ine  Cline.  The  marriage  records  in  the  Court  House  at  Zanes¬ 
ville,  Ohio  show  she  married  Jacob  Sniff  on  August  18,  1825. 

The  Sniffs  migrated  to  Delaware  or  Blackford  County, 
Indiana  sometime  prior  to  1846.  On  a  page  of  an  account  book 
bearing  that  date  we  find  entry  . of  the  purchase  of  beef  by  Ca¬ 
tharine  Sniff.  In  letters  from  relatives  in  Carroll  County, 
Indiana  to  relatives  in  Blackfoed  County,  we  find  inquiries 
about  and  greetings  to  the  Sniffs*  These  letters  bear  the 
date  of  1864.  There  used  to  be  a  school  house  known  as  the 
Sniff  School  about  three  miles  northwest  of  Eaton,  Delaware 
County,  Indiana,  now  taken  down* 

Mr  Calvin  Curtis  of  the  Mt.  Zion  neighborhood,  told 
us  that  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  Catharine  Sniff  went 
west  7/ith  her  children.

Michael,  4th  son  of  Michael  ana  Catharine  Cline, 
was  born  in  Muskingum  County,  Ohio,  February  17,  1612.  He 
was  reared  in  the  Lutheran  faith,  his  father  being  a  member 
of  tne  Church  Council  of  tho  hew  Hope  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  near  Adamsvllle,  Ohio,  near  the  Cline  homestead.  From 
positions  he  held  in  adult  life,  it  is  clear  his  education 
was  not  neglected.  He  lived  in  Muskingum  County  until  he 
reached  his  majority. 

Muskingum  County  is  renowned  for  its  potteries. 

In  one  of  these,  near  Aanesville,  Mlcnael  Cline  learned  the 
potters  trade,  which  he  followed  the  greater  part  of  his  life.

On  May  16,  1633,  he  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Daniel  and  Susannah  CDarr)  Geyer.  She  was  born  March  10,  1610 
ihiiWestmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania. 

In  1634  Michael  and  Elizabeth  Cline  left  tneir  Ohio 
home  to  build  another  in  the  new  country  of  Indiana. 

In  some  personal  recollections  his  grandson,  A.  B. 

Cline  of  Bluff ton,  Indiana,  says:- 

*  *\ 

U0ur  Grandfatner.  Michael  Cline,  came  from  Lanes- 
ville,  Muskingum  County,  Ohio  and  settled  about  4  miles  south¬ 
west  of  Hartford  City,  Indiana  about  the  year  1635.  He  entered 
eighty  acres  of  land  from  the  government,  for  wnlch  he  paid  *1.00 
per  acre.  He  cleared  a  part  or  all  of  this  ground,  living  in  a 
log  house  which  had  at  first  a  bed  quilt  hung  up  to  answer  as  a 
door.  The  wolves  would  come  up  around  the  house  at  night  and 
were  scared  away  by  a  watch  dog. 

Grandfather  started  a  potter's  shop  on  this  farm  and 
continued  to  maxe  crockery  until  he  moved  in  1646  to  Hartford 
City.  He  lived  in  a  log  house  on  the  west  side  of  the  street 
across  from  the  present  interurban  (.Indiana  Railway)  station, 
and  nad  his  potter's  shop  on  the  same  lot.  About  1860  he  'I 
built  another  shop. where  tne  interurban  station  is  now  located. 

Early  in  the  sixties  he  built  tne  frame  house  tnat  still  stands 
Il94g)  on  tne  corner  directly  across  from  tne  interurban  station. 

Our  father  worked  witn  him  in  the  potter  shop  until 
he  started  into  the  tile  business  west  of  Walnut  Street,  about 
three  blocks  on  the  north  side  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad, 
around  1865.  Grandfather  Cline  still  continued  to  make  pottery 
till  early  in  the  seventies.  Tiie  half  kiln  of  ware  was  evidently 

burned  alone  without  either  brick  or  tile  with  them.  It  took 
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about  forty-eight  hours  to  burn  a  kiln  of  crocks,  five  days  for 
tile,  and  seven  days  for  brick,  burning  continually  day  and  nlpht 
Cur  father  moved  to  the  home  place,  1023  N.  Walnut  Street  In  ^69 
on  the  13th  day  of  April.  He  made  brick  for  two  years  and  then 
started  to  make  tile  again  in  1872.  The  home  was  built-  of  brick 
he  made-  on  the  home  place,  north  of  where  the  old 'barn  stood  and 
was  built  in  1871.  * 

The  same  year,  Grandfather  built  the  brick  house  where 
Uncle  Philip  Kleefisch  lived ,  -£l-2Ph .  Walnut  Street.  (Frank  Klee- 
flsch  lives  there,  1943). 

Grandfather  and  Grandmother  Cline  lived  there  the  rest 
of  their  lives.  Grandmother  died  in  1877  and  Grandfather  in 
1878.  Bot&  are  buried  in  I.O.O.F.  Cemetery. 

Grandfather  Cline  was  a  medium  sized  man  about  5  feet 
9  inches  tall,  weighed  about  16C  pounds,  black  or  dark  brown 
hair,  gray  eyes,  quick  in  action  and  strong  as  an  ox.  He  prided 
himself  on  being  able  to  carry  as  heavy  a  load  as  many  men  much ■ 
larger  than  hlmsell .  In  fact,  at  log  rollings  he  was  one  of  the 
leaders.  8ome  of  the  last  years  of  his  life  he  was  Justice  of 
the  Peace  in  Hartford  City  and  took  a  great  deal  of  pride  in  the 
office.  He  was  an  motive  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  a  class 
leader  and  I  think  a  local  preacher,  but  I  am  not  absolutely  sure 
of  the  fatter.  He  was  temperate,  industrious  and  of  unquestion¬ 
able  integrity. 

Grandmother  (El izaboth)rCline  was  stout  in  build,  a 
little  above  the  average  in  height,  gray  eyes  and  hair,  as  I 
remember  her.  She  was  a  reliable  religious  character;  made 
friends  with  those  who  knew  her  and  stood  out  as  a  prominent 
character  as  did  also  Grandfather  Cline.  In  fact,  they  were 
one  of  the  leading  families  in  Hartford  City,  anything  the 
Clines  said  or  aid  was  taken  as  authority. u 

In  entering  his  land  from  the  government,  he  walked 
to  FortWayne,  which  was  the  Land  Office  for  all  this  section 
of  Indiana,  mnong  his  papers  which  are  preserved  we  find  sev¬ 
eral  items  of  Interest  -  a  lengthy  receipt  for  notes  and  papers 
he  turned  over  to  Vim.  McCormick,  his  successor  as  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  June  1,  1863;  tuo  commissions  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  for 
Blackford  County,  -each  for  four  years,  dated  1870  and  1874, 
signed  by  Governors  Conrad  Baker  and  Thos.  A.  Hendricks,  re¬ 
spectively;  also  an  account  book  showing  sales  of  ware  which 
show  how  extensive  was  the  territory  over  which  he  delivered r~. 
Wheeling,  Elizabethtown,  Luncie,  Montpelier  and  other  towns.

Emily  Cline ,1840-1914 ,  second  child  of  Michael  and  Elizabeth 

Cline  was  bom  in  1840  near  Hartford  City,  Blackford  County, 
Indiana.  She  came  to  the  town  of  Hartford  with  her  parents 
in  1846  •  After  finishing  her  schooling  she  taught  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  until  she  married  John  Craw, son  of  Richard  and 
Lavina  Craw  of  Delaware  County ,Dec .17 ,1862.  They  lived 
on  a  farm  four  miles  west  of  Eaton  until  the  death  of  her 
husband  May  7,1867.  She  then  moved  back  to  Hartford  City 
with  her  family  of  three  little  girls  and  lived  with  her 
parents.  Her  children  were- 

Addie.who  married  Frank  Leonard,  now  a  widow  residing  at 
403  North  High  Street. 

Clara, married  S.C^Ccoley.  Both  are  deceased. 

Eva,  married  Guy  Reynolds.  Both  are  deceased. 

On  Nov .16 ,1372 , Emily  married  William  H. Gable  and  resided 
at  214  N.High  St., until  her  death  June  20,1914.  To  them 
were  bom  two  sons , Melbourne  and  Rolland,both  deceased. 

Her  granddaughter ,Lall a  Leonard  Jenkins,  says-"  From  a 
young  girl  Emily  was  an  active  member  of  the  M.E.Church. 

She  was  a  life  member  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  and 
always  had  an  active  part  in  all  the  social  affairs  of  the 
church.  Their  home  was  always  open  house  to  the  ministers 
coming  and  going.

Philip  Kleefisch  was  one  of  many  who  came  to  America  during 
the  17th.  andlSthi.  centuries,  not  alone  to  seek  fortune  but  as  a  pro  - 
test  against  the  oppression  in  those  countries  in  Europe,  torn  by  politi¬ 
cal  upheavals  and  convulsions. 

He  was  born  January  17,  1835  in  Niederempt,  Prussia,  which 
was  in  the  locality  of  Aachen  and  Julich,.  the  son  of  Johannis  and  Margar¬ 
et  Anegate  (Essen)  Kleefisch.  Bom  ina  province  of  Germany  then  under 
the  dominion  of  France,  Johannis  Kleefisch  espoused  the  French  cause  dur¬ 
ing  the  Napoleonic  wars  and  had  many  thrilling  experiences  during  the 
progress  of  that  great  struggle. 

*  He  was  at  one  time  detached  as  a  messenger  to  carry  import¬ 
ant  dispatches  from'  the  commanding-  General  to  subordinates  and  while 
acting  in  this  capacity^  had  in  his  possession,  not  a  few  times,  the 
safety  and  success  of  the  entire  French  forces. 

He  was  a  silk  weaver  by  occupation,  until  his  eyesight  fail¬ 
ed.  He  died  in  1853;  his  wife  having  preceded  him  in  death. 

As  his  father  had  limited  means,  Philip  was  thrown  on  his  v 
own  resources  very  young.  Until  his  14th.  year  he  attended  the  local 
schools,  where  only  primary  subjects  were  taught.  From  his  15th.  year  to 
his  20th.  year  he  worked  as  a  farnm  laborer.  Then  according  to  the  la-o¬ 
of  Prussia  he  entered  the  standing  army  and  gave  three  years  service  to 
the  fatherland.  At  the  expiration  of  his  service  he  obtained  employment 
as  a  coachman.  He  was  a  good  horseman  and  was  employed  by  some  of  the 
wealthiest  families  of  Cologne  and  vicinity. 

Later  he  went  to  Belgium  where  he  was  appointed  by  the  Bel¬ 
gium  government  as  an  emigration  agent.  This  work  gave  him  a  *  burning  de¬ 
sire  to  come  to  America,  which  from  childhood  he  had  heard  was  a  land  of. 
promise  for  youth. 

He  left  Antwerp  March  2,  1865  in  a  slow  sailing  vessel. 

After  a  hazardous  trip  of  six  weeks,  he  landed  in  N ew  York  April  16,  186  5 
When  in  a  reminiscent  mood  he  would  tell  us  thrilling  experiences  on 
this  tedibus  journey:  how  some  days  there  would  be  a  calm  in  which  no 
progress  was  made  while  other  days  an  adverse  wind  would  blow  them  back 
toward  the  homeland.  He  worked  as  a  cook  tb  pay  his  way  and  they  were 
forbidden  to  throw  food  over-board  because  it  would  attract t  immense 
sharks  that  would  endanger  the  vessel. 

In  mid-ocean  they  passed  a  boat  going  to  Europe,  which  re¬ 
layed  to  them  the  news  of  President  Lincoln* s  Assassination  and  upon 
his  arrival  in  New  York  he  beheld  the  funeral  procession.  The  pageant 
of  gloom  made  a  lasting  impression  on  his  young  mind. 

Although  born  and  reared  to  manhood  under  conditions  wholly 
unlike  our  free  institutions,  he  was  not  long  in  accepting  American  ways 
and  on  August  12,  1867  he  took  out  his  naturalization  papers  and  was 
ever  loyal  to  the  land  off  his  adoption. 

Soon  after  landing  he  begun  to  work  his  way  westward.  Near 
Erie  Pennsylvania  he  worked  on  a  farm;  then  worked  for  a  year  in  a  pump 
factory.  By  degrees  he  reached  Indiana  and  helped  build  the  PanHandle 
Railroad  through  Blackford  County.  For  seven  years  he  worked  for  Chas.  R  . 
Cooley  in  the  flouring  mill  in  Hartford  City,  Indiana. 

;  '  By  this  time,  by  industry  and  economy,  he  acquired  a  dray 

and  horses  and  for  thirteen  years  operated  a  transfer  line.  When  no 
longer  able  to  do  such  hard  work,  he  opened  asmall  grocery  on  the  home 
premises  and  by  the  aid  of  the  family  it  grew  to  be  one  of  the  leading 
groceries  of  the  city  and  is  now  operated  by  Frank  Kleefisch. 
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He  was  twice  married.  First,  in  1869  to  Elizabeth  Cale, 
daughter  of  Conrad  and  Barbara  (Hizer)  Cale.  One  daughter,  Margaret 
was  born  to  them.  Gravestones  in  the  Cale  cemetery  bear  the  follow¬ 
ing  inscriptions :-

In  his  History  of  Blackford  County,  B.G. Shinn  said  of  him, 
"His  example  may  safely  be  emulated  by  those  just  starting  in  the 
pursuit  of  fortune  upon  .life’s  rugged  highway.  No  higher  compliment 
can  be  paid  to  a  man  than  to  say  he  is  industrious,  truthful  and 
honorable  and  all  these  virtues  Philip’  Kleefisch  exemplified  in  his 
convictions  of  right  as  hhe  sees  right.  Prompt  in  the  discharge  of 
every  duty  devolving  upon  him,  jealous  in  maintaining  his  good  name 
and  eager  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  his  fellow  man,  he  is  indeed 
a  model  citizen  and  a  typical  gentleman  of  the  old  school." 

His  family  might  add  he  was  a  very  kind,  indulgent  father 
and  while  we  know  nothing  of  his  parents  except  as  their  training  was 
reflected  in  his  life,  we  are  sure  he  was  brought  up  in  an  atmosphere 
.of  refinement.  He  was  extremely  temperate  in  his  habits.  Did  not  drink 
nor  use  profane  language  and  never  could  laugh  at  ribald  stories. 

He  was  reared  a  Catholic  but  in  order  that  there  might  be 
unity  in  the  religious  training  of  the  children  he  became  a  member 
of  our  mother’s  church,  the  Methodist  Episcopal.  He  was  a  faithful' 
member  and  attended  services  the  night  before  he  passed  on  in  the 
early  morning  of  March  3rd.  1915.  He  is  buried  in  the  I.O.O.F.
